Another major line item is a $1.5 million requéestund our continuously expanding
Special Events initiative. Nashville is now wetidwn for its special events, many of which
draw persons from around the country and worldheyténs of thousands. As more and morf
persons attend and the number of special eventndyxpdditional extra-duty police officers
must be assigned to ensure the safety of all.

Other areas in which we are seeking additionalifugninclude, among others, the DNA
Crime Laboratory for required equipment maintenaaud chemicals, School Crossing Guar
Section for additional part-time staff, Behaviorgdalth for the hiring of two additional crisis
counselors, software licensing & required mainteeaon MNPD computer systems, and
ammunition.

Back to the 8 precinct. While a definitive location has not betetermined, there would|
be room for a precinct facility on the former CBrack/Capital Chevrolet property on
Murfreesboro Pike just south of Fesslers Laneithabw owned by the Metropolitan
Government. We will first locate a Family JustiCenter on that site that would bring togethgr
the Domestic Violence Division, Youth Services Bioh, Tennessee Department of Childrer|’s
Services and the Nashville Children’s Alliance medouilding.

Outstanding police work by North Precinct Flexicgfs led to the arrest of fugitive
Kevon Swinger, 20, who was wanted on felony drugfves charges and for shooting into a
vehicle last summer in the 2300 block of'2enue North. The driver and his 10-year-old
daughter narrowly escaped injury.

Flex officers spotted Swinger near MckagiiAvenue and he fled on foot. Officer
Joshua Baker later saw Swinger’s sister Kevondaavj 18, and his cousin, Chiquita Jonegq|
26, driving very slowly in the area. Officer Bakeitiated a vehicle stop and both women
quickly jumped out of the van. They told Officealger they had not seen Kevon for several
weeks. While inspecting the van, Officer BakerttgmbKevon Swinger hiding inside.

Swinger, of ZBAvenue North, was taken into custody. He is chdngith two counts of
aggravated assault for last summer’s shooting. ithaally he is charged with felony drug
possession and a crooks with guns law violatiorafomcident last Sunday. Swinger is
accused of bailing from a maroon PT Cruiser thatefs attempted to stop as the vehicle
exited the Cumberland View public housing developmé&winger eluded capture. During a
search of the PT Cruiser, officers recovered mamigy prescription medication, drug
paraphernalia including scales, and a handgurhtdhbeen reported stolen.

Meneese is charged withdegree murder, aggravated robbery, and aggraaagadilt in
connection to Milliken’s murder. He is also chatgeth three counts of aggravated assault

and evading arrest in two other cases.

The two other men indicted along with [Remt@a Meneese for Milliken’s murder have
been in custody since last year.

The other man with Meneese today, coadifelon Andre Gills, 27, of Whites Creek
Pike, is charged with being an accessory aftefatiefor assisting Meneese. He has previoufs
convictions for aggravated robbery and assault.

Alert police work led to the arrest of convictaardpar Arthur Jones, 49, who is accusef|
of breaking into an office building at 7 Music Ged\orth.
Midtown Hills Precinct Officer Taylor Jesonne saw Jones behind the building loadir|g
electronics, including an Apple MacBook Pro, a catep monitor, and speakers, into a white
commercial van. The van had been reported stalenes made entry by prying off the wooden
covering of a missing window. He was taken intstody without incident.

Jones, who is homeless, is charged withdounts of theft, burglary, vandalism, and

driving on a revoked license. He has previous mions for theft, burglary, and robbery.

20" Judicial District Drug Task Force

A six-month investigation into the lugvat upper echelon of a Nashville cocaine
distribution network led to the seizure of morent®® kilograms (in excess of 100 pounds) o
Mexican cocaine valued at nearly $2 million. Huweu of thousands of dollars in cash has gso
been seized, as well as 20 vehicles, 2 motorcyates,13 guns. Nine persons are jailed locall)
on charges of engaging in a cocaine conspiracygy &e being held in lieu of $500,000 bond
each.

“The cocaine seized in this investigagmsed a real and significant threat to public
safety in the neighborhoods where it was to beildiged,” Chief Steve Anderson said. “Drug
operations such as this frequently breed violeémerincluding armed robberies and gunfire |as
persons try to acquire a cut of the large sumsafey associated with kilo quantities of

cocaine.”




All totaled, this case has resulted md$kizure of 75.5 kilograms of cocaine valued in
excess of $2.6 million from locations in the Nadlevarea and Dallas, Texas. More than 20
search warrants were executed Thursday in the &oeal

"Congratulations to the Metro officers on the Diilagk Force, along with Assistant
District Attorney Ed Ryan who is assigned to agsistn, for their excellent work to keep drugs
off our streets and make Nashville a safer pladwég’ said District Attorney General Glenn
Funk.

This investigation, conducted by Metrdig®detectives assigned to thé"2udicial
District Drug Task Force, initially focused on cacted Nashville drug felohasean Jamaine
Campbell, 41, of 4824 Irving Lane in Donelson, now an adiégnulti-kilo distributor of
cocaine to mid-level dealers. As the case advanmtdctives were able to identifyan D.
Nunez 33, of Sam Davis Road in Smyrna, as the allegpglger to Campbell. Nunez,
originally from Mexico, is a convicted cocaine felovho received a 10-year community
corrections sentence in 2011.

Nunez is alleged to have been assistétkeicocaine business Bytemio Novarro, 30,
andEdwin Garcia, 23, both originally from Mexico, but who have baesiding at 4523
Central Pike, just inside Wilson County. A seantlthat home led to the discovery of cocainjg
and stacks of cash concealed inside an entertatrooarole.

Fifty kilograms of cocaine were discovknaside a 2426 Brick Church Pike self-storage
unit alleged to have been rented by Campbell.

Nunez is alleged to have been supplywwdther large scale cocaine customers in
addition to Campbell. Those two are identifiedrasy Knight , 43, of 2437 Herman Street,
andHoward Dowell, 42, of 1720 Comanche Run in Madison.

Three other persons charged are link&catmpbell’s operationsRobert Mitchell, 37,
of 734 Willow Trace Drive, is alleged to have bee@Gampbell protégé in the cocaine
enterprise.Damion L. Horton, 37, of 2875 Creekbend Drive, abdonard Cortez Rucker,

37, of 203 N. 8 Street, are alleged to have assisted in gettingine from Campbell to the
streets of Nashville and Middle Tennessee.

Based on information developed by Megtedtives, U.S. Department of Homeland
Security investigators executed a search warraDaitas, Texas, Thursday and seized 11
kilograms of cocaine, $10,000 cash and made tvestsr
Additionally, on March 9, the MNPD stopjpan associate of Nunez on 1-40 west as thjat
person was leaving the area. Seized from the hetiere 4 kilograms of cocaine and $317,2D0
cash.

Other law enforcement entities assistmiis investigation include detectives from the
MNPD’s Specialized Investigations Division, Crimegpression Units from various precincts
U.S. Department of Homeland Security, TBI, Wilsoou@ty Sheriff's Office, Smyrna Police
and the Rutherford County Sheriff's Office.

This case represents Nashville’s largestine seizure since January 2008, when 70

kilograms of cocaine were seized from a privatplaire at Nashville International
Airport.

Specialized Investigations Division

Narcotics detectives’ continuing efforts to intetdheroin coming into Nashville has led
to the arrest of a Columbus, Ohio woman who attethfit sell 1.7 pounds of heroin, worth a
estimated $40,000 on the street.

Detectives received information that GiyaSasiano was headed to Nashville from
Columbus to make a heroin delivery. They movedfiar she arrived at a motel north of
downtown. She is charged with engaging in a heroirspiracy and possession of heroin fo
resale.

In an unrelated case, Fernando Gonzaldmlhs is charged with possessing heroin fo
resale after he was found to be carrying small teasize doses weighing 42 grams after a
traffic stop for speeding at 1-440 and I-65. GdazaNilliams, of Eugenia Avenue, is also
facing a charge of driving without a license.

Both Casiano and Gonzales-Williams aleetped to be connected to Mexican-based
heroin distribution organizations.

Yet a third heroin investigation thastdl active led to the seizure of an additiond 1.
pounds of heroin and two pistols during the executif a search warrant in the Midtown
area. Information in that case is still being deped.

The Medical Examiner’s Office reportsttharoin continues to contribute to a number
overdose deaths in Nashville.




A joint investigation by MNPD Specialized Investtgpns Division narcotics detectives
and the U.S. Department of Homeland Security hdisdehe interception of a substantial
guantity of an ingredient commonly used to manufiecthe date rape drug GHB. This
investigation has prevented hundreds of individieesles of GHB from reaching the streets of
this area.

More than two pounds of liquid gamma-Batsictone (GBL) was detected by U.S.
Customers & Border Protection staff inside a paekag)it arrived in the United States from
China. The package was destined for an addrddadison, Tennessee. Moments after the
package was delivered to a home at 112 Dupont AediNPD detectives and agents from the
TBI, DEA and Homeland Security executed a searafmaméat the residence. Inside were
Joshua W. Baker, 33, who lived there, and Charldsdg®n, 31, of E. Cedar Street in
Goodlettsville.

Baker admitted to knowing that the paekaegntained GBL. Ligon admitted that he wds
to take the GBL to another person for conversiothéodate rape drug GHB. The liquid in thifs

case would have produced approximately 625 indalidoses of GHB. A single dose sells fqr
approximately $30 on the street.

Although GBL is sold in some circles asiredustrial cleaner and floor stripper, it is
classified as an analogue controlled substancemmdssee and is illegal to possess. GBL is
often easily converted into GHB through clandeskai®ratory methods.

Vice detectives assigned to the Specialized bigegsons Division charged Nashvillian
Fenshan Quan with sex trafficking for allegedlyciog a woman to repeatedly engage in
prostitution inside a Lebanon Pike apartment.

Quan, 55, is jailed in lieu of $55,000hdo

Detectives recently received an anonynoaunsplaint that a prostitution operation was
being run out of an apartment at 2258 Lebanon Fikalay night, an MNPD undercover



officer responded to an internet ad for erotic rages Upon arrival at the apartment, Quan

motioned for another woman of Asian descent to fbenundercover officer. She agreed to
perform a sex act in exchange for $100, after wbitler detectives moved in to detain Quan
and the second woman.
During questioning, the second woman, wghelge 52, was visibly shaken and appearqd
to be in fear of Quan. She told detectives thaarQarranged for her to be flown from New
York to Nashville earlier in the week, and that gfas directed to perform sex acts on multip|e
men over the past few days. The woman said Quaidvkeep $80 from each encounter and
give her $20. She said she had not eaten in ty® alad did not know how to escape from thje
apartment.

Detectives contacted representatives fioragency that provides services to victims ¢
sex trafficking. They are providing lodging anadoresources to the 52-year-old victim.

Multiple felony arrest warrants have been issugalrest suspected drug trafficker
Matthew McKervey, who was wounded in the arm by NINRarcotics detectives Wednesda
afternoon after he opened fire on them during ttesrgted execution of a search warrant at
McKervey's Hawkins Street apartment.

McKervey, 26, is in stable condition anderbilt University Medical Center. Upon
discharge from the hospital, he will be arrestedhmae counts of aggravated assault for
shooting at police officers, unlawful gun possesslaring the commission of a felony drug
offense, conspiracy to distribute more than onendanf crystal meth, possession of crystal
meth for resale, possession of heroin for resalawful use of drug paraphernalia, and
possession of crystal meth in a drug-free zoneh{wit,000 feet of a public park).

During the execution of a search waredri¥lcKervey’s apartment after the shooting,
detectives discovered two pistols, 111 grams ddtafymeth, 105 grams of heroin, balloons ajd
small jewelry bags used to package drugs for resalall scales to weigh drugs, used syringgs,
$4,000 cash, and multiple hidden compartments girout the residence. The crystal meth
recovered from the apartment Wednesday is in aadit the one pound of the drug that wa
dealt from there Monday night and subsequentlyesei® narcotics detectives during an
undercover investigation.

Two additional persons were arrested\déeinesday night at a Hermitage motel in
connection with this drug case. Daniel Alcala, 28] David Alejandro Becerra-Ruiz, 40, are
charged with conspiring with McKervey to distribuiystal meth in Nashville. Alcala and
Becerra-Ruiz are alleged to have transported drystth to McKervey from out of state. The
are jailed in lieu of $200,000 bond each.

Alcala was convicted of selling heroirNashville in 2011. He received a nine-year

sentence that was made a part of the communitectoons program.
